Halifax, N. S., July 7.—In one of the 
thick fogs which at this time of the 
year hang like a pall over the Grand 
Banka and Sable island in the North 
Atlantic occurred, on tiie early morning 
of July 4, one of the most appalling 
ocean disasters in the annals of trana- 
Atlantic commerce, and in fact in the 
history of steam sailing of the world. 
VV’ithout a momont’s warning almost, 
tlie great French liner La Bourgogne, 
with 725 souls on board, was run down 
by the iron sailing ship Cromartyshire 
and Hank within half an hour, carrying 
set to work iinir.ediatoly to eieai 
with her to the ocean’s bottom over 500 
of her passengers and crew, while the 
balance who were not drawn down hy 
the fearful suction struggled and fought 
for life until 10.*} wore at length rescued 
by the 
crew of the 
Cromartyshire, 
whicii siiip survived tho collision. 


.S<;eii(' o f H orror anti C ru elty, 


Tho story of ihe fearful disaster from 
the few oftlccr.s and members of the 
crew who were saved is yet to be told, 
but if tlie words of the passengei s wiio 
w'ere dragii^d aboaid the Croiriariy.'hire 
and later brought inio this port by the 
steamer Grecian ase to be believed tlie 
last fewm inutuson board theB iurgogne 
witnessed some of the most terrible 
scones of korror and cruelty that have 
blotted tlie liis4.ory of a civilized race. 
Instead of the heroic discipline which 
so often has been the one bright feat­ 
ure of such awful moments, the* crew of 
the steamer fought like demons fi>r the 
few life boats and raft.s, battering the 
lielpless passengers away from their 
only means of salvation, with the result 
tliat the str(»ng overcame tho weak and 
the list of Ifi.'l saved contains the name 
of but one woman. 


O ut o f th e F og KuHlieH DiHaMter. 


The disaster occurred at 5 o’clock in 
the morning of Monday, July 4, about 
sixty miles south of Hable Is'.and, which 
lies nearly 100 miles off tiiis port. 
Tht* 
iiourgogne had left New York Ijound 
for Havre on the previous Saturday, 
while the Cmmartyshire was on her 
way over from Glasgow with a crew cf 
tweniy-one men. 
Although the trans- 
Atlaiitie steamers all have a deiinite 
cour.'^e, the liourgosne v.’as by all ac- 
c«iunts forty miles or more to the n-irth 
of these lanes. The fog was very dense, 
and the Cromartyshire 
was 
Hailing 
along with reduced canvas and blowing 
the foghorn. 
Suddenly out of the fog 
rushed a great steamer and in a mo­ 
ment there was a fearful crash, the iron 
plow of the ship plunging into the port 
side of the steamer 
just under tlie 
bridge. 


In to th e Fo.«; nnil to th e H ottoai. 


The shock was terrillc and tore a tre- 
mendtius hole In tiie steamer, while the 
entire bow of the .«h:p was deruoUslieJ, 
The steamer plung*d on into the ftjg 
again, ht*r whistle crying for help and 
lier rockets signaling her dlstiess. The 
Cronuirtyshire was rounded to, and her 
master, Captain Hendei>on, was c .nsid- 
erably relieved on flnding that she was 
in no danger of slnk ng. f >ff to the east­ 
ward couki l<e heard the hoars«- <all of 
the steamer and as the fog )) igan to lift 
all the boats on tl’.o ships wereiaunchoti. 


Story o f th e W reck a^ T old by th e C aptain 
o f th e O ther VettHel. 


That is the ¡story in brief. The log of 
the Cromartyshire, signed by Captain 
Henderson, gives a graphic account of 
the disaster. 
It is as follows: “On July 
4, at 5 a. m., dense fog, position of ship 
sixty miles south of Sable Island, ship 
by wind on the port tack heading about 
west northwest, though under reduced 
canvfls, going about four or five knots 
per hour. Our fog horn was being kept 
going regularly every minute. At that 
time heard a steamer’s whistle on our 
weather side, or 
port 
beam, 
which 
seemd to be nearing very fast. We blew 
horn and were answered by steamer’s 
wliisMe, when all of a sudden she loomed 
through the fog on our port bow and 
crashed into us, going at a terriflcspped. 
Our foretopmast and main topgallant 
mast came down, bringing with it yards 
and everything attached. 


“I Immediately ordered the boats out 
and went to examine the damage. 
I 
found that our liows were completely 
cut off and the plates were twisted. Oth­ 
er ship disappeared through the fog. 
However, our ship was floating on her 
collision bulkliead, so there seemed no 
immediate danger of her sinking. 
Wo 
the 


wreckage an 1 also biiiit our staibonrd 
anchor, which was hanging over the 
starboard bow and in danger of punch­ 
ing holes In the bow. Wo heard a steam ­ 
er bl )wing her whistle on coming back 
and^ we answered with our fog horn. 
The steamer then thi-ew up a rot'ket 
and filed a shot. 
We al.'»o threw vip 
some rockets and fired several shots, 
but wo neither saw nor heard anything 
more of the steamer. 
Shortly after, or 
about 5:20, the fog lifted somewhat and 
we saw two lioats pulling toward us 
with the French flag ilying. 


"We signaled them to come alongside 
and found that the steamer v.as the La 
Bourgogne, from New Yr.rk fi.r Havre, 
and that she had g*me down. V.’e laid to 
all day and received on i)oard about 200 
survivoi's from amoni; the passengers 
and crew, reported to be In all about «100. 
Several of the passengers wer»* on lif** 
rafts without oars, and 1 called for voi- 
untecrs from among my crew and the 
survh ing French seamen to bring tho.se 
rafts alongside the ship. 
Some of the 
passen/iers and seamt^n from th»* sunk­ 
en steamer assisted us. anti v.e jettis!m- 
ed some thirty-six tons of cargo from 
our forehold in ordt-r to lighten th • ship. 
At about ‘A u. m. another steamer hove 
In sight, bound westward. 
We put up 
our signals ‘N. C.’ 
fwani n.«:.si.itanrcj. 
Shortly after a steam>-r bort- down to­ 
ward us. She prov<'d to be the «'r**< ian. 
bound from Glasgow to New York.”

Half an hour after the collision the 
misty curtain went up. giving a clear 
view for miles and then it wa.s that those 
on the Cromartyshire realized the fear­ 
ful struggle for life. 
On board the 
Bourgogne the collision had come so 
sudden and at such a time in the morn­ 
ing that few besides her crew were on 
deck, but the shock roused nearly ev­ 
ery one and within a few minutes the 
decks were crowded.^At fust it seemed 
as if there was som e^ttem pt at discip­ 
line, A few of the boats were swung ofC 
and some of the passengers allowed to 
get into them. 
But as the steamer be­ 
gan to settle and U.st to port, the oillcera 
lost contrrfJl of the crew and a panic en* 
sued. 
Passengers and crew forught for 
the boats and life rafta. 


The strong battered down the weak, 
the women and children being pushed 
far aw ay from any hope of rescue. Fists, 
oars and ev'en knives were used by some 
of the demons to keep their places. The 
officers seemed to have been powerless 
before their own men, andonly four were 
saved. 
The fight for life on the decks 
of the steamer did not last long, for in 
a little more than half an hour she gave 
a long lurch to port and went down. As 
the ship sank beneath the surface the 
vortex of the waters sucked down e v ­ 
erything on the surface within a certain 
radius. 
When the suction ceased those 
still alive saw about 200 bodies come out 
of the water with a rush, as if the sea 
were giving up the dead after having 
swallowed the ship- 


But the struggle for life still continued 
after the ship went down. 
Hundreds 
still floated about grasping for rafts, 
boats and wreckage in frantic endeavor 
to keep above water. 
Even then many 
of those in the boats, if the stories told 
are to be believed, showed their brutal­ 
ity by beating off those who attempted 
to climb aboard. By this time the small 
boats of the Cromartyshire had come 
up and the work of rescue began. The 
crew ot the »hip worked heroically and 
saved every one who had managed to 
keep above water, but even then scores 
fell away from boats, rafts and wreck­ 
age, •xhausted, and were drowned.

known St. Louis physic Ian says he w’ill 
introduce % bill providing for the ap­ 
pointment of a mosquito commissioner. 
It shall be the duty of that official to 
use such m ethods as he 
may deem 
proper for the exterm ination of the 
pest as far as the state of Missouri 
is concerned. 
Of late it has been de­ 
veloped that whole tribes of mosqui­ 
toes can be annihilated in short ordei 
at small cost. 
Mosijuito ridden hum an­

THE TWO NAVIES. 


Before the war broke out, the navy 
of Spain, on I'apet*, was nearly equal to 
that of the United States. 
Later, how- 
ever, it was revealed that several of her 
ships were not in fighting condition. 
The destruction on Sunday of the Viz­ 
caya, Almirante Oquendo, Cristobal 
Colon and Infanta Maria Teresa by 
Sampson’s fleet, leaves Spain only two 
armored vessels, the Pelayo and Carlos 
V., available for use against the United 
States. 
The Vittoria is no better than 
a heap of old iron and the Catalina, 
Cardinal Cisneros and Princess Astu­ 
rias may as well be left out of the reck­ 
oning, as they are not ready for service 
and evidently will not be for some 
time. Spain’s torpedo boat destroyers, 
which were expected to be a serious 
factor in the struggle, are no longer 
feared. 
Three of them were with Cer- 
vora’s fleet. Two of these are at the 
bottom of the sea and one was driyen 
into San Juan in a shattered condition 
the other day. 
Altogether the Spanish 
navy is in a pitiful plight. 
The light­ 
ing ships of the United States are in 
as good condition as when the war 
started and the coast of Spain is at 
their mercy, as there are no vessels 
capable of defending it. 
Under the 
circiimstanccs, it seems the essence of 
folly for Spain to continue the war. 


T h e sinkinJr of the French steamer 
la Bourgogne is the worst sea horror 
ever recorded. 
The Italian steerage 
passengers and many of the crew saw 
that the boat was to sink and that the 
life boats would not save one-half the 
persons aboard the riu I p. 
Vvomen and 
children who tried to board the boats 
and rafts were butchered with knives 
and clubs. It was a frightful scene. 
The strong did not help the weak but 
preyed upon them with the vengeance 
of savages. Such inhumanity and cow­ 
ardice would not have been displayed 
on an American or English steamer. 


P r e s id e n t McKinley nas appointed 
next Sunday a special day of thanks- 
iriying for the success of American 
arms at Manila and Santiago 
and 
prayer for the speedy restoration of 
peace. 
Many people not accustomed to 
church going will be at the various ser­ 
vices and join their prayers with those 
of the multitude.

diate contemplation. 
Deep concern Is 
felt here at the deprivations and suf­ 
ferings of our troops lyings in trenches 
and In fleld hospitals surrounding San­ 
tiago, and there is everywhere a dis­ 
position to insist that hereafter haste 
■hall be made slowly and that the equip­ 
ment of our soldiers, the commissary 
and quratermasters’ supplies, their am ­ 
munition and their hospitals stores, 
shall be complete in every respect be­ 
fore they advance further. 


This Is likely to be the rule even at 
the expense of time and In the face of 
the criticism of an element that has 
been vehemently insisting upon rushing 
the campaign without regard to cost in 
blood and money.

Ipaniards Conclndo to 
the Hero 
Watiioii'rt Kx|UMlllioii.

Weakened as it is by the sending back 
of the torpedo boat destroyers, the Span­ 
ish squadron bound for the Philippines 
aeems destined to go to as sure de­ 
struction as did Cervera’s unlucky ships 
when they headed westward from the 
Cape Verde Inlands. The Spaniards are 
Without doubt fully aware of the infer­ 
iority of their fleet, and why they per­ 
sist In sending it to be sunk in the 
Philippines Is a mystery. The navy de­ 
partment was advised yesterday that 
the squadron was pas.sing through the 
Sues canal, and as the vessels must 
have paid the heavy toll required in ad­ 
vance the indications are now regarded 
as conclusive that the ships are actually 
bound for the Philippines.

The French are very temperate in 
food and drink, a cup of coffee >vitli a 
piece of bread being considered quite 
suflicieut until noon, when the dejeuner 
a la fourchette is ser^'ed. This consists 
of a first course of eggs or macaroni, a 
second of one chop each or stow, and a 
third of fruit and cheese. Plenty of 
bread (always good in France) is oaten 
during the nieal, but butter rarely, and 
a glass or tw’o of wino diluted with wa­ 
ter, but never iced or sweetened, is 
drunk by each member of the family, 
including the children. Dinner, usually 
a t 7 o’clock, is a little more elaborate 
meal, from which soup and a salad are 
seldom omitted, and black coffee is 
often served with cognac at the end. 
Owing to the fact that so much chicory 
is used French coffee is not much to the 
taste of Anglo-Saxons. I have never yet 
h:r^ what I call a cup of “ good” coffee 
in I iMUce, whereas in Vieima and Mu- 
nicJi it is simply delicious. Coffee be­ 
ing very dear in France (60 cents per 
pound for good quality) may account 
for the excessive use of chicory.—What 
to Eat.
